Typical Example 

It was, I thought, watching | 
the Giants go by and reading 
the starkly forthright words con- 
demning Joe McCarthy, a typ- 
ical example of America. In-a 
time of great world crisis our 
two best headlines were base- 
ball and a story which revealed 
that slowly, but surely, as 
Thomas Jefferson said many 
years ago, when the American 
people have the facts, they will 
act with eemmon sense. 


Joe McCarthy had not been 
struck out. But the junior sen- 
ator and the senior demagogue 
had been dealt a severe blow. 

He will try, to be sure, to 
erase it with a flood of accu- 
sations and doubletalk. But the 
moving: finger has written, and 
moved on. Neither Joe McCar- 
thy’s pious piety nor wit will 
cancel out a single word of it. 

A year ago, so great was the 
nation’s hysteria and hypnotic 
preoccupation with McCarthy, 
that members of the Senate 
feared him. It generally was 
regarded as politically harmful 
to cross him. He and his two 
curious teammates, Cohn and 
Schine, were able to act arro- 
gantly and with great insolence. 
They were judge and jury ina 
great period of inquisition. At 
long last, they overplayed their 
hand. Americans believe in 
fair play. They finally learned 
that McCarthy played by his 
own rules and the¥ did not in- 
clude fairness. 


What the Senate committee 


did, of course, was to protect | 


itself. Here was a fellow mem- 
ber who had defied the rules 
of the game. The most severe 
indictment of McCarthy is one 
which almost surely will have 
further reverb@rations. It is 
found on page 27 of the 68-page 
report. There the jury of his 
peers examined his attitude to- 
ward a Senate elections com- 
mittee which had investigated 
McCarthy's affairs in 1951 and 
1952.

It is strong reading, well said 
fn careful, simple words which 
march in cadenced, unfaltering 
steps. ‘“‘It is the opinion of the 
committe that when the per- 
sonal honor and official con- 
duct of a senator of the United 
States are in question . . the 
senator owes a duty to himself, 
his state and the Senate to ap- 
pear promptly and 
fully. ce 


Then, almost as if drawing a 


deep breath and pausing for | 


emphasis, the committee said, 
“This duty could not and was 
not fulfilled by questioning (by 
McCarthy) the authority and 
jurisdiction of the subcommit+ 
tee, by accusing its members of 
the dishonest expenditure of 
public funds, or even by charg- 
ing that the committee was per- 
mitting itself to be used to serve 
the cause of communism.” 


Then came the conclusion 
which merits being carved in 
stone and cast in bronze: 

*‘When persons in high places 
fail to set and meet high stand- 
ards, the people lose faith. If 
our people lose faith, out form 
of government cannot long en- 
dure.’’ McCarthy has caused 
many Americans to lose faith, 
to fear and hate one another.

Finally, it was brought to a sum- 
mary end by the propaganda chief 
of the Communist party, the late 
Alexander Shcherbakov. He called | 
in the Moscow party leaders and} 
bluntly told them that the govern- 
ment was against anti-Semitism 
and that the whole thing had been 
started by ‘“‘German propaganda 
leaflets.’” No one but Shcherbakov, 
it would appear, had ever seen 
these leaflets. 

Seven years later, in 1948-49, 
another and more serious govern- 
ment-inspired anti-Semitic ou t- 
break occurred. This was carried 
out under the mask of what was 
called a campaign against ‘“‘cos- 
mopolitanism.’’ However, there

was no real doubt as to the iden- 
tity of the ‘“‘cosmopolites.’’, They 
all had Jewish names and the car- 
toons in the humorous magazine 
Krokodil showed them with long 
*‘Semitic’’ noses. 

This was a far more serious 
campaign. It virtually brought an 
end in Russia .to organized Jewish 
communities and crippled Jewish 
cultural life..irreparably. The Jew- 
ish language publishing house in 
Moscow was dissolved, as were 
Yiddish newspapers in Moscow 
and Minsk. Jewish theaters in 
Moscow, Minsk and Birobijan were 
closed. Jewish organizations were 
dissolved. Considerable- numbers 
of Jews in Birobijan were trans- 
ferred out of the socalled ‘“‘Jewish 
autonomous oblast’’—some to Ya- 
kutia and other bleak northern 
areas. 


MANY LOST OUT 


In Moscow, many Jews lost 
their posts in theaters and uni- 
versities and publishing  enter- 
prises. Many government depart- 
ments quietly introduced regula- 
tions against hiring Jews. For in- 
stance, no more Jews were ad- 
mitted to the Foreign Service. 
Curiously enough, however, Jews 
continued to occupy a relatively 
large number of high positions in 
the Ministry of Internal Affairs, 
which was a kind of house of all 
nations, specializing in the use of 
minority nationals against their 
own minorities. or against the 
Great Russian majority. 

The heaviest blows fell on the 
great Jewish center of Minsk and|- 
in the already largely moribund 
Jewish autonomous oblast (prov- 
ince) in the Far East, which at 
this time largely lost its Jewish 
character.

Uncle Sam Is Loser 


The latest international incident play- 
ing into the hands of the Communists is 
the death of the Japanese fisherman 
from radiation received from the hydro- 
gen bomb tests at Bikini last March. In 
Japan a day of mourning plunged the na- 


man nation. 


tion into gloom and the story reverberated 
to our discredit around the world. 


The vessel on which Aikichi Kuboyama 
and 22 other fishermen were exposed to 
atomic dust was 80 miles from the scene 
of the explosion. All of them suffered 
serious effects. In the accompanying hys- 
teria, reasons for the tests were lost sight 
of in the emotion surrounding the in- 
juries. 

Japan, now being tempted by Com- 
munist bajt, is perhaps a little more re- 
ceptive to it as a result. The United 
States once more is held up to ridicule 
as the big, bad bully. All of which adds 
up to the need for our becoming more 
conscious of the responsibilities of power. 

In our efforts to preserve freedom, it 
is important to remember that as the 
strongest nation we are also the most 
suspect. Any encroachment upon the 
rights of others gives the Reds ammuni- 
tion for another propaganda barvage. 

The incident in the Pacific was an 
accident. We should make amends and 
use every precaution to see that it does

The London Conference 


Somehow Must Succeed 


The nine-power London conference to 
salvage the wreckage of EDC shows signs 
of being successful. After several weeks 
of tough slugging by Britain’s Anthony 
Eden, an acceptable compromise on Eu- 
ropean integration and German partici- 
pation in European defenses seems on 
the verge of being hammered out. 

Chances of success are encouraging. 
That it is just: about the last chance is 
without question. 

The United States, after sitting out the 
crisis, now has joined in a genuine effort 
to find a substitute. Secretary of State 
Dulles has assured the delegations that if 
substantial progress is made by the end 
of this year toward military and political 
unity, an acceptable substitute for EDC 
will receive full United States support. 

Internal political considerations both in 
France and West Germany haunt the con- 
ference. The Germans are concerned with 
full restoration of their sovereignty’ and 
with building their own defenses. There 
is the undercurrent of reuniting the Ger- 
If the present pro-Western 
government: of Chancellor Adenauer is to 
survive, immediate progress must be 
made in these directions. 

The French are determined to main- 
tain their own national. position in a Eu- 
ropean union and fear German rearma- 
ment. They also fear being swallowed 
up by Germany in such a union. They 
are demanding safeguards. The nagging 
problem of the Saar persists. 

The solution being debated, to inte- 
grate West Germany politically through 
reviving the Brussels Treaty Organiza- 
tion and to incorporate her rearmament 
through NATO, attempts to satisfy both 
French and German opinion. 

With the first order of business 
being the restoration of German sov- 
ereignty, the United States and Britain 
must somehow agree to participate in any 
defense arrangement for an indefinite pe- 
riod. Only in this way can the tradi- 
tional distrust of France and Germany be 
allayed during the long years ahead in 
working out full West European political, 
economic and military unification. 

The time is short. Makeshift arrange- 
ments will not suffice. Disintegrating 
Western unity of the past few months has 
played directly into the hands of Moscow. 
A continued drift in that direction would 
be fatal.

Another Isthmian Canal 


Would Be Good Business 


The Panama Canal, controlled by the 
United States, is the only way for ships 
to pass from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
unless they want to take the long danger- 
ous journey around the tip of South 
America. 

Long before this canal was built, other, 
and perhaps better routes, were suggested. 
The dream of another canal to link the 
two seas will not die. The old idea of 
a canal through Nicaragua has been dis- 
cussed again quite recently, and now 
Colombia announces that she may go into 
the canal business too. 

Colombia is extremely canal conscious, 
for Panama once was one of her provinces. 
A revolt there, whose leaders were quick- 
ly recognized by the United States, re- 
sulted in the Republic of Panama and the 
American zone through which the canal 
was built. 

The Panama Canal has been a great 
success, but its future is somewhat in dis- 
pute. Its locks are too small for some of 
our greatest warships. It is exceptionally 
vulnerable to sabotage and bombing. And 
there have been times when the political 
Climate of Panama was somewhat less 
than friendly to United States interests. 

A Colombian canal would be fine, and 
so would one through Nicaragua, This is 
a case of there being no such thing as too 
much of a good thing.

Maine Has Served Poorly 
As the Political Barometer 


Our state editor Waldo Proffitt has ably sized up the political sit- 
uation in Maine, but one more thing needs to be said about politics 


in the potato and pine tree state. 


The myth that “As Maine goes so 


goes the nation’ deserves the fate that befell that other Maine in the 
harbor of Havana, and for much better reasons. 


The phrase originated during 
the Harrison-Cleveland race of 
1888. For 40 years it had consid- 
erable validity. But Roosevelt 
II, as with a lot of other things, 
changed all! that. 

Five presidential elections in a 
row, from 1932 to 1948, Maine 
rode the losing (Republican) 
horse. Maine was also in the 
minority in 1916 when she pre- 
ferred Charles Evans Hughes to 
Woodrow Wilson, who had won 
Maine in 1912. So six times out 


of 13, during the past 50 years, . 


Maine didn’t forecast the national 
results. 

‘ The only states with worse 
barometric records are Vermont, 
South Carolina, Mississippi, 
Louisiana and Alabama, all of 
which were on the losing side 
seven times. Vermont is thé only 
state which has voted Republican 
in every presidential election this 
century. The four Southern states 
voted Democratic every year ex- 
cept 1948, when they supported 
the States Righters. 

If anyone wanted to argue that 
one state ends up on the winner’s 
side in presidential elections he 
should say: “‘As Montana goes, 
so goes the nation.’’ Or Missouri 
or Idaho. Those three states have 
voted for the successful presi- 
dential candidate for half a cen- 
tury. Arizona and New Mexico 
haven't ever missed a winner, 
although they weren't admitted to 


the union until 1912. California 
and Washington would have had 
perfect records during this cen- 
tury had they not joined Bull 
Mooser Teddy Roosevelt in 1912. 
And Illinois, Nevada, Ohio, Ok- 
lahoma, Utah and Wyoming have 
likewise ridden the winner all but 
one time since 1904. 

About the only thing that can 
be said with certainty regarding 
general elections in Maine, is that 
they are held before elections in 
other states. But if you want to 
sniff political winds, pay no mind 
to. those nor’-easters. Go west, 
young man, go west.

He will shake hands with Re- 
publican congressional candidates, 
sit next to them on the platform 
for all to see, and refer to them 
as “‘My good friend’’ so-and-so. 
though this last is not a hard and 
fast rule. 

There is, of coursé, always the 
possibility that he might make an 
exception and go further than 
handshaking and praise-by-associ- 
ation. Every candidate hopes so, 
and that the exception might. be in 
his case. Just to be sure, news- 
paper correspondents accompany- 
ing the President are careful to 
check closely every time the Presi- 
dent speaks with a candidate any- 
where in the offing. 

The eternally hopeful watchful- 
ness among candidates and the 
constant close check by the press 
serves.to point up again the im- 
portance that ‘‘Ike’’ the personali- 
ty, as well as the President, has 
for Republicans in this congres- 
sional election campaign. He 
recognizes that himself. He is 
doing everything physically pos- 
sible to help. Yet he knows that 
he cannot, as President and party 
leader, stick out his neck for 
every Senator Zilch or Congress- 
man Blat or Candidate Jones. 

There are some few that he 
would not endorse personally even 
if he felt himself free to pass out 
endorsements broadside. But, be- 
yond that, if he personally asked 
for the election of individual Re- 
publicans, then individual defeats 
in the November election could be 
publicized to his detriment. As it 
is, he is taking quite a risk in 
throwing his prestige behind the 
election of a Republican Congress. 
It may not turn out the Republican 
way at all.

Georgia Tech opened fall quar- 
ter classes Tuesday with more 
than 6,000 students, the highest 
enrollment since 1947 when rough- 
ly two-thirds of its 7,000 students 
enrolled were veterans. 

Tuesday the registration figure 
was 6,255 and Registrar W. L,. 
Carmichael estimated that a 
total of 6,000 students would be 
enrolled by Friday. 

This includes students regis- 
tered in the day and night schools 
and in the technical institute di- 
vision at Chamblee. Day school 
enrollment Tuesday was 4,599. It 
is expected to increase to more 
than 4,700. Night school enroll- 
ment is expected to increase from 
the 1,025 reported Tuesday to 
more than 1,200. 

Carmichael said this is the 
largest enrollment of any college 
or university in the Atlanta area, 
and the largest predominantly 
non-veteran enrollment in Tech's 
history.

Bonner drew national attention 
when he jumped from a plane 
over Toccoa in May, 1947, and 
his parachute failed to open. He 
plunged 4,600 feet and landed in 
treetops, suffering only lacera- 
tions, bruises and shock. 

Since that time, he has received 
a broken back when struck by an 
automobile, walked away from 
the wreckages of two planes in 
which he crashed and made 127 
successful parachute jumps.

‘‘We invited him to address our 
high school PTA meeting,’ an 
advertising executive informed 
me. 

‘‘He seemed to know his stuff 
all right, but he certainly should 
have had a course in public 
speaking. 

“For example, he spoke in 
tones that might be okay, in a 
small business office, but they 
were hardly audible beyond the 
third or fourth row. 

‘‘Somebody in the audience fi- 
nally called out that we couldn't 
hear him. So he raised his voice 
but we still couldn’t catch his 
words in the back of the room. 


BAD PLATFORM PSYCHOLOGY 


‘*‘Then he tried to illustrate his 
address with printed cards the 
size of typewriter paper. 

“Our audience was made up of 
at least 1,500 people, so you can 
imagine how futile it was to ex- 
pect them to see small print on 
$1ox1l pages. 

‘‘But ne never seemed ‘to real- 
ize the incongruity of his behav- 
ior. He would tell us: ‘Look at 
this figure in the lower lefthand 
corner of the page,’ when we 
could hardly see the page itself. 

‘“‘Another’ evidence of his fail- 
ure to understand public plat- 
form psychology occurred when 
ne decided to use the black 
board. Instead of employing 
white chalk, he picked up the red 
chalk. Naturally, we couldn't see 
it. 

‘‘We were growing restless and 
irritable, when the banker of our 
town spoke up rather sharply 
and asked if this meeting was to 
be a visual test for the audience 
or a discussion of vocational 
guidance. 

“Dr. Elmer apologized and 
employed white chalkygt once 
and also increased the size of 
his writing. 

“I will give him credit, Dr. 
Crane, for knowing his subject 
matter. and for being willing to 
try to present it, but why can’t 
any educated man have at least 
a little gumption about the rudi- 
ments of public. speaking? 

“I should think that every col- 
lege man would take at least one 
course in speech. Then he would 
know enough to talk so the rear 
rows could hear.”’ 


LEARN TO SPEAK 


There are many professional 
men with advanced college de- 
grees who still make the same 
errors cited about Dr. Elmer. 

In fact, if you readers could 
attend our medical and psycho- 
logical meetings, you'd often see 
an almost total dearth of applied 
psychology in the methods and 
procedures employed. 

For they bore their audiences 
to such a degree that the men 
frequently go to sleep or else 
sneak out and leave the hall 
scarcely half full. 

If it weren't for the advent of 
modern loud speakers, a major- 
ity of. them could scarcely be 
heard beyond the first rows. 

And they seem almost wholly 
devoid of a sense of dramatics 
or of public platform devices for 
pepping up an audience. 

They don’t ‘‘package”’ their 
ideas attractively. This involves 
psychological ‘“‘dress up.”’ 

Anybody of average _ intelli- 
gence can soon learn how to 
make an interesting speech. 

It really isn’t very difficult, if 
you follow the proper psycholog- 
ical formulae. 

Am- 
ateurs don’t. And use narration. 
Ijlustrate your points with actual 
cases.
